Ex Parte Quayle:

Reason for Allowance 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art does not teach or fairly suggest the method, or the computer program 
product that implements the method, of operating a network bridge having a first plurality of 
ports comprising the steps of assigning a group identifier to each port; receiving a multicast 
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packet having a multicast destination address on a first port; sending the multicast packet having 
a multicast destination address out on all other ports having the same group identifier as the first 
port, as specified in independent claims 21, 30, 32, 36, and 40.
